Plant  a variety  of  vege- 
tables, about  32  are  common- 
ly groT.rn  in  Te::as , T'/hy  not 
try  a new  vegetable  each 
season,  he  says. 

Have  chemical  fertiliz- 
ers, insecticides,  seed 
treating  chemicals  and  other 
needed  equipment  on  hand 
for  ready  use. 

English  peas,  turnips,  = 
cabbage,  onions,  head  let- 
tuce and  white  potatoes  can 
stand  considerable  cold 
weather  and  may  be  planted 
four  to  five  weeks  before 
the  last  aver are  killing 
frost.

The  Adn  inis  t rat  ion,  hovrever,  can  be  expected  to  fight 
both  of  the  Johnston  postal  and  classified  pay  bills. 

It  is  backing  average  increases  of  6,5  per  cent  for  pos- 
tal employes;  h»9  per  cent  for  classified  and  Foreign 
Service  personnel,  and  h*h  per  cent  for  Veterans  Adnin- 
istration-s  doctors,  nurses  and  dentists.  It  would  also 
reclassify  jobs  in  the  postal  service. 

Chair^ian  Olin  D,  Johnston  (D--SC)  said  the  committee 
vrill  meet  again  this  yreek  to  consider  the  10  per  cent 
increase  for  classified  workers.  He  said  a majority  of 
the  ccnmittec  appeared  to  favor  the  proposal. 

The  Johnston  bills  which  the  committee  will  report  to 
the, Senate  would  give  postal  employes  a 10  per  cent 
raise  math  a mininum  of  SliOO  on  any  single  increase.  It 
woul^'  give  postal  clerks  and.  both  city  and  rural  letter' 
carriers  a minimum  increase  of  ^oU30  a year.  The  bill  ‘ 
does  not  provide  for  postal  job  reclassification  vrhich 
the  President  told  Congress  is  a ’’must."  The  classi- 
fied pay  bill  would .provide  increases  ranging  from  A200 
to  $1200  in  the  GS  schedule, 

Hovrever,  the  10  per  cent  pay  increase  may  be  headed 
for  a Presidential  veto  even  if  both  the  House  and  Sen- 
ate approve  it.  President  Eisenhoyrer  last  year  vetoed 
a 5 per  cent  raise  for  postal  and  other  Federal  civil 
service  vrorkers  because  it  yras  not  tied  to  an  increase 
in  postal  rates. 

The  pay  raise  prospects  for  Government  employes  have 
teen  helped  by  the  move  of  Congress  to  increase  its  oy/n 
pay.  Consequently  the  legislators  can  be  expected  to  be 
in  a little  more  generous  mood  than  usual 'in  dealing 
yrith  the  pay  raises  -to  be  given  to  Federal  employes.
